The University of Minnesota 
cracked down on its campus 
police force today to protect 
“privacy and political expres- 
sion,’ ” and putthe farj&e under 
“civilian review and control.” 
The university regents acted 
in response to a report by the 
assistant vice president for ad- 
ministration which verified al- 
legations of campus police co- 
operation with military sur- 
veillance agents. 

University President Mal- 
colm Moos said he will comply 
with the report’s recommenda- 
tions, which include destruc- 
tion of impounding of campus 
police photographs and lists of 
participants in political and 
protest “events.” 

Until the practice was 
( stopped last month, the report 
said, “military intelligence and 
other government investigat- 
ing agents” had access to uni 
versity records and 
reports and phot 
campus police.
